$1508 Verdict for Widow Whose Hut- 


band Died of Injuries Received 


in Bittinger Plant. 


The April court began on Monday 


before President Judge Donald P.

Origin of the Penny. 


The "maiden name" of the penny 


was "denarius," anO the English penny 
Is a survival of the Roman rule in the 
British isles. Like the coin -which pre 
ceded it in Home, it has been debased 
in value until its name has lost its 
original meaning- The first denarius 
was minted in Rome about 26S B. C. 
and was the principal silver coin of 
both the republic and the empire. It at 
first weighed seventy-two grains troy 
and was as nearly pure silver as du- 
rability would permit. It bore on one 
side the helmeted bead of Roma and 
the mark X and on the other side the 
images of Castor and Pollux. 
Later 


these twin gods were replaced by the 
head of the Roman emperors- By 215 
A. D. the coin bad deteriorated in 
value until it was .only 4Q per oeni 
silver. The X, which signified the val- 
ue of ten asses, had. wholly lost its 
meaning;. Diocletian finished the deg- 
radation of the denarius by applying 
the name to a small copper coin. In 
England the largest silver coin was 
called a denarius at a time when the 
EujiHsh florin was called a gold penny 
—St. Louis Globe-Democnit-

while the apple crop is estimated to 
be about ninety per cent, of normal. 
In Adams county, the recognized 
fruit growing county of the State, 
the indications are that the peacli 
crop will be about fifty-two per cent, 
of normal yield and in

ty, it -will be about 48 per cent, 
"ilanv counties show that the cold 
weather had little effect upon the 
crop and especially in the hilly dis- 
tricts the changeable weather had

Lighting London Streets. 


In 1416 citizens were obliged to Joang 


out candles on dark nights to illumi- 
nate the streets. This was enforced 
by an act of parliament In 1661. In 
1684 Edward Heming, the Inventor of 
oil lamps, made a daring offer,,-which 
was that for a proper consideration he 
•would engage to place a light before 
every tenth door on dark nights from 
6 p. m. till midnight. His proposition 
was accepted, and he was given (be 
exclusive right to light the streets as 
indicated for a term of years. But the 
scheme provoked a great uproar among 
the people. Some of taern enthusias- 
tically applauded it and hailed Heming 
as the greatest benefactor the city ever 
had.
